The cannonade was the fiercest yet

PLANS FOR NEW BUILDING 


There was notable excitement In 


the house of commons, where, in ad- 
dition to thu war office 
announce- 


ment 
that 
General 'Buller 
had 


crossed the Tugela Monday and wns 
advancing upon Ladysmith, a news 
agency telegram- was posted saying 
that one hundred additonal ambu- 
lance stretchers had been sent to the 
front from Durban. 


The war ofhce at present is only 


able to add', regarding Genernl Bul- 
ler's advance, "the operations are 
still in progtrsg, but we have no in- 
formation regarding the result," 


Thc available maps do not show 


the drifts mentioned in the Boer dis- 
patch. The rush iu the direction of 
the war office when it was learned 
that confirmation had been received 
there of the. report that General Bui- 
ler is again, advancing evidenced the 
anxiety of. the public to obtatu the 
latest details, 


Tho war office message as given 


furnishes no clue as to where the 
Tugela was crossed, nor the numbers 
opposed to General Buller's move- 
ment, but it is .presumed'this third 
attempt will be a suprcme-.effort on 
the part of the general to .cut his way 
through and that in it he will em- 
ploy every, available man. The ex- 
pression iu the official dispatch "is 
now advancing on Ladysmith,'1 it is 
pointed out, is not to bc taken to 
mean that he has cut down all oppo- 
sition, but merely that he is headed 
in the direction of the besieged'town
